Washington— Senator William 
E. Borah scarred veteran of so 
many political fights, may have 
let himself in for more wou nds 
in allowing himself to b e pu t in 
the ru nning for President in the 
Wisconsin Repu b lican primaries. 
There is a strange situ ation in 
Wisconsin, long the home of 
western political lib eralism, that 
cou ld b ring ab ou t the seemingly 
paradoxical resu lt of a defeat 
for a man who is considered one 
of the ou tstanding lib eral Re­ 
pu b lican presidential prospects. 
Nearly 
two 
years 
ago, 
the 
b rothers LaFollette, “Phil” and 
T3ob ” ru nning for governor and 
senator, respectively, 
pu l l e d 
completely ou t of the Repu b lican 
party and formed their own Pro­ 
gressive party. After years of 
b attling with conservative Re­ 
pu b lican elements, they b ecame 
independent in name 
as they 
long had b een in spirit. 
With the formal defection of 
the La Toilettes, scions of the 
reigning political family in Wis­ 
consin, there went with the 
b rothers a formidab le grou p of 
lib erals, powerfu l enou gh to elect 
b oth. Thu s, the Repu b lican par­ 
ty was left, in the view of ob ­ 
servers from that state, domin­ 
ated in general b y relatively con^ 
servative elements.

Hea rt Disea se 
Cu re Cla imed 


St. Lou is, Mo., Dec. 30 (ZP)—In­ 
stantaneou s relief for the pain of 
angina pectoris and complete 
cu re for the disease itself was 
claimed today b y Dr. John C. 
Krantz, Jr., of the University of 
Maryland, in a report which he 
read to the American association 
for the advancement of science. 
The cu re, he said, is a drug 
called trichlorethylene, one cu b ic 
centimeter of which is snu ffed 
into the nose when the pains 
and heart compression of angina 
pectoris b egin. It gives relief 
within one second. 
Used to date on 20 hu man 
patients, Dr. Krantz said it had 
given permanent relief to 18 of 
them. He explained that these 
18 were apparently completely 
cu red, with no other treatment. 
The other two cases failed to 
b enefit, he said. 


Situatio n Co mplicated 
The qu estion now is posed: Is 
it not entirely possib le that Sen­ 
ator Borah, ru nning at the b e­ 
hest of two state political figu res 
describ ed as Repu b lican stal­ 
warts, will find himself hard pu t 
in his annou nced view of getting 
a Repu b lican convention “com­ 
mitted to lib eral principles?” The 
faction that once might have 
b een expected to stand generally 
with him has left the Repu b lican 
party; will the relatively conser­ 
vative wing remaining care to go 
along with him in his avowed 
plan of torpedoing the conserva­ 
tives? 
Already it has b een u nderstood 
that the LaFollettes have no kind 
feelings for the Repu b licans, 
State Senator Nelson and Form­ 
er State Senator Gettelman, who 
asked Senator Borah to enter the 
Wisconsin lists. The incident ap­ 
parently b rings them closer to­ 
ward the Roosevelt side of the 
line in the 19 36 election. Thu s, it 
creates a situ ation b y which the 
little b lock of United States sen­ 
ate progressives may walk in dif­ 
ferent directions again in 1936. 
Senator Norris, who shares 
with Borah the u nofficial dean­ 
ship of senate progressives, has 
made known at least a tentative 
intention to su pport Mr. Roose­ 
velt. Too, the Neb raskan is close 
to Senator La Follette. On the 
other hand, su ch progressive 
leaders as Senators Frazier and 
Nye have indicated a friendly 
feeling toward Borah as a Re­ 
pu b lican standard b earer. 


Impo rtant Primaries 
At all odds, whatever happens 
in Wisconsin will b e particu larly 
watched, not alone b ecau se of 
the Borah issu e. The state holds 
its preferential presidential pri­ 
maries on April 7, at a very early 
stage antedated only b y the New 
Hampshire primaries, which fall 
on March IO. Thu s, the ou tcome 
in Wisconsin may have a strong 
psychological as well as material 
importance.
